Nearly 800 dek'f{;ite;i attended the Dub- 
lin conference on the 18th inst. Parnell 
presided. On tlu- i)latforui wore Loid 
Mayor Dawson, Messrs. Haley, Thousiis 
"l*ower"0'Ooniior, Corbctt, Gill, Seaton, 
O'Sullivan and Brennan. Egan, treasurer 
of the land league fund, resigniid. His 
statement of funds nhowsa total of £244,- 
820 passed through his hands. Of this 
■ sura there was disbursed in relieving dis- 
^ tress in 79 and '80 £50,000; in, dofonsc 
o£j.lho I state trials over £jBO,000, and in 
.»^enditt»es { tl)rough1 the; geije:ral land 
jl^guo and ladies' league: £148,000^ leav^ 

; ing a balance of nearly £32,0(K). Parnell 
and Davitt wa.s received witli tremendous 
cheers by the delegates. Nearly all the 
extreme Irish maiubors of parlianiont 
were present, .\ttondanco of delegates 
WM largo. • Parnell in' his address tu the 
conference currectod the impression that 
nothing was being done for • evicted ten- 
ants. Since the dissolution of the ladies 
league £2774 had been spent in relieving 
a hundred families and they have been 
placed in a position to avail themsolvea 
of the benefits of the arrears act. Par- 
nell submitted a. programme of the con- 
ference and reviewing its proposals. It 
was propo.ied that incretisbd taxes should 
be placed on grass lands, and that all 
covenants Hf^'ainst tilling sliould bo de- 
clared void. The conferonco unaiiiniou.s- 
ly adopted the amendment to the 
programme about the payment of the 
Irish party in the house of commons. 
He said the Irish party required 85 men 
to 90 as members in parllainent, but they 
could not hope for this till the franchise 
was placed on the basis of household suf- 
frage. Despite the most tyrannical co- 
ercion the world iiad over seen, they 
would attain the measures on which they 
had sot their hearts. The scheme fur tiie 
establishment of the Irish national league 
was adopted. The ' Times says ;" Not 
only has the Irish conference excited no 
entluiEiasm, but the assembly was com- 

'■' posed of elements as heterogeneous as 
the programme was inultifariqus. It was 
only the skillful hand of a chairman that 
sometimes prevented open rupture. The 
dissension was shown clearly enough in 
Parnell's opening statement and Davitt's 
prompt rejoinder, ami the tone of bitter 

. _ emphasis wherein the latter spoke, be- 
trayed the feeling of a man laboring un- 
der the disappointment which he strug- 
gled to Bnppresfi.

When the meeting of the subscribers to 
tho Irish skirmishing fund was called to 
order at No. 295 Third aveniic recently, 
Joseph Croniien, tho presiding officer, 
read a statement of tho investigating com-, 
mitto. The statement liegai). by saying; 
that all the charges against O'Donoran 
Boasa made by John Devoy in his series 
of letters had been collected and that 
both parties had been requested to appear 
the following Sunday and answer them 
and other charges that- would come up. 

Tho explanation by O'Donovan Koasa 
of why he was short in his account when 
ho went on his lecturing tour, and why 
his check was dishonored, had been in- 
vestigated. "Before I started for Slassa- 
chuBBtts," Eoasa declared, "I lodged in 
theiBowery.liatik all thp subscriptions re- 
ceived that week, and gavb'a chdck to J'. 
J. Broslin, but Mr. Breslin unduly de- 
layed presenting it, and when he did pre- 
sent it it was dishonored because there 
were not funds enough to meet it. Dur- 
ing the time between tho receipt of the 
check and its presentation the sherili' en- 
joined the money in the bank." 

Mr. Kelly, of Kelly A' McCrea, told 
tho committee that the ahcriff collected 
for them October 9, 1870, §141 G5 which 
was a balance due on the account. At 
the Bowery bank the committee was told 
that time would bo required to look up 
the accounts, which ran bacU six ■ years. 
The committee was asked to.'rcall^.in a few 
days, and it then hoped to learn whether 
Mr. Brcslin had unduly delayed present- 
ing the check. Tho committee had 
doubts of the O'Mahoney funeral being a 
legitimate expense. It was found that 
§1,000 had been given to the Fenian 
Brotherhood as a loan for the event. Tho 
Clan-na-Gael desired a representation at

Neither was the 
Clun-na-Gaol's money returned. Infor- 
mation had been received that live mem- 
bers of the Fenian LJrothnrhood called on 
Patrick Ford, of tho Iriih fFoWd at his 
home in Brooklyn, and asked him to pub- 
lish their Btatem«nt;, to; whibh tbey wore 
willing to make oatH, but' he" refused 
point blank. The committee was not al- 
lowed to look over tho files of the " Irish 
World" for 1875 and 1876. 

Mr. Cromipn thought the charge for the 
ram was excessive. Ho had cast about 
to find out what it was worth. A gentle- 
nian connected with some iron works said 
that his concern would bo glad to make 
rams like it for §8,000 each. A number 
of letters wore read, in mo.st of wliich the 
writers said the committee was doing 
rigfa^ia^investigating^the charges against 
the trustees of the fund, but one thought 
tho investigation wrong.

Daniel Kelly arose and said the captain 
of the ram was in the hall, bpt his iden- 
tity was concealed, and the most urgent 
requests for him to make ii speech could 
not induce him to reveal himself.

WRECK ON THE WEST COAST. 

SUPPOSED TO BE A STEAMER DXTE 
■ PROM HONGKONO-. 

Soiious Loss of Z4fo. 

Two young iiion named Saiiirlat left 
Uai'clay Sound on Tiifaday tiini-uing last 
for Nanaimo where tlioy araived on Fri- 
day oveuiiig, with tlio intelligence that 
an iriiri ateainer was wrecked on a reef 
near He.Mquiet harbor about a week ai{o. 
Monday beforo they left Barclay Sound 
two Indians, one of whom was " Pegleg 
Tom," who turned Queens evidence in 
the Jidm Bright catastrophe, arrived 
there and stated that the sleaniur in 
rjucstion was a complete wroek, and that 
the bodies of three white men had boon 
found on the beach. They brought down 
IX letter to Capt. i'elsr Francis, but ho 
being away at Alborni, in consequence of 
the death of Mr. C. Haninioii, on the 
14th at Copper Island, it renuiined un- 
opened. ]t was written by the trader at 
Hesquiet and undoubtedly would have 
thrown more lighi on the diwvstet' had its 
contents been known before our inform- 
ants left. As soon as the news arrived, 
Capt. Logan, of the schooner W. P. 
Say word, which was at the station, im- 
mediately started off to the scene of the 
wreck which ia about 55 miles northwest 
of Cape Boale and some five or six miles 
west of Clayoquot Sound, The Sayw'ard 
jiiay therefore arrive at this port at any 
time with full particulars. It is useless 
to make surmises as to the name of the 
lost vessel. On enquiring of Tai Chung 
& Co. the consignees of a steamer nearly 
due, it was ascertained that their steamer 
was 24 d.ays out yosterdayj but ns seven 
days at least hav elapsed since the wreck, 
this would not give Bufficient time for her 
to reach the west coast. Another sur- 
mise is that it may be one of the iron 
aiitaion sl^ips that recently left this port. 
Only the Girvan, however, has been 
siway long enough to have been wrecked 
on the west const more than a week ago. 
As no steamer has buen reported missing 
from San Francisco, or the Columbia it is 
li'ardly pcstiiblO ,that the reported wreck 
can 'be one belonging to this coast.

' The Colonists Refuse to Fay Them. 

i Kl.soSTON, Jamaica, Oct. 4. — The agi- 
tation coinnionced by the publication of 
c<irre»poiidonco between the Governmont 
and the Chief Inspector of schools lia.-i 
developed into a general cry for reform. 
The colony has for a long time btoii agi- 
tated over tlieiiroposed unjust imposition 
on its revenue of the dam.agn.s growing 
out of the seizuro of the schonin r Flor- 
ence. The otlicial members of the Gov 
ernment, !i» debating tho-questio^ that 
session, admitted that the'coloiiy should 
not pay these damages, but the Imperial 
("lovernuieiit has now decided that Jam- 
uicii must pay half. The Jamaicans are 
determined not to p.ay any part, and the 
correspondence referred to showed that 
bribery and corruption wore resorted to 
in order to get weak mem to accept olh- 
oial seats in Uie Council under condition 
of voting against the colony. Should tho 
vote to pay bo passed by tho Council at its 
session this month, the unotHcial moin- 
bers will resign in a body. 

Canada. 

TouoNTO, Oct. 19. — H. Cooper, fancy 
goods merchant, who has been missing 
since tho night of the Gth inst. , arrived 
home last night. Ho claims ho had noun 
sot upon while in the unfreipiented part 
of the city, where his hat and stick were 
found, beaten and drugged. Recovering 
consciousness he found himself coiitiiied 
in the upper story of a house, guarded by 
two men, While the men slept Tuesday 
night he effected his escape by means of 
tying blankets together.

A deputation which will 
wait upon the premier of Ontario on 
Tuesday next will urge as a reason that, 
while heartily approving tho proper use 
of the Bible in the public schools, they 
hesitate to take action which;will. inter- 
foro in any way with the religious liberty 
of the citizens.
